contract issued under section 279.13. Wages for employees

who coach these sports shall be paid pursuant to established
or negotiated supplemental pay schedules. An extracurricular
contract shall be in writing, and shall state the number of
contract days for that spert extracurricular activity, the

annual compensation to be paid, and any other matters as may
be mutually agreed upon. The contract shall be for a single
school year.

Sec. __ . Section 279.19A, subsection 2, paragraph a, Code
2017, as amended by 2017 Iowa Acts, House File 291, section 36,
is amended to read as follows:

a. If the school district offers an extracurricular contract
for a—sport an activity for the subsequent school year to an

employee who is currently performing under an extracurricular
contract for that spert activity, and the employee does not
wish to accept the extracurricular contract for the subsequent
year, the employee may resign from the extracurricular contract
within twenty-one days after it has been received.

Sec. __ . Section 279.19A, subsection 4, paragraph c, Code
2017, is amended to read as follows:

c. The position has not been filled by June 1 of the year
in which the vacancy occurred for the intersehelastieathletie

sport extracurricular activity.>
